EVERY MILL IN TOWN CLOSED UNTIL 


IT IS SETTLED. 


"T»n Hours,the Sam« Pay, and Pay Twice 


a Month" the Demand»-No Prospect 


of a Speedy Settlement of 


the Difficulty. 


The great strike which wns feared 


some time ngo by all citizens of 
Rhlnelander in now on, and from 
present apj>earnnces will not IKI net- 
tled for Home time. 


The men who are loading the 


movement say that they will stay 
out until their demands of ten hours, 
same pay nnd pay every two weeks 
are granted. 


The mill owners nay that no de- 


mand lias been made on them. That 
a majority of the mills have been 
forced to close down by a mob of 
others than their employee* and that 
they are fighting for their rights to 
rim their own property and give 
their men, who wish to work, em- 
ployment. They say they cannot 
pay the present wages for eleven 
hours and will close their mills first, 


'That is the situation as it stands 


to-day. There is .no prospect of a 
change in it for several days. Both 
Hides are 
determined and to-day 


Rhinelander has upon it the woifit 
condition it could meet. The public 
are interested to the extent, thalthev 
wish to see the difficulty settler! ,->s 
soon as possible. There is no ques- 
tion but what a good i>ercentago of 
the mill employees who reside here 
and have Ixx-ii here for yeans, lui-vo 
no part in this strike. They are now 
i<lle because they are kept idle. It is 
also true that a greater majority of 
the people, regardless of occupation, 
would be with the strikers in sym- 
pathy at least, if they wore lead by 
these workmen who are now taking 
no part in the affair but arc quietly 
minding 
their own business and 


waiting for the storm to pass. As 
to the merits of the men's claims or 
the mill owner's claims, a newspaper 
can neither decide nor adjust. It 
may prejudice public opinion but it 
is not the place for any newspaper to 
undertake to decide 
I lie issues be- 


tween employers 
and their men. 


They can and will adjust tlu-ir differ- 
ences themselves and the hope of this 
paper is that they will be adjusted 
soon. In their efforts to obtain a 
ten hour day the workmen have had 
public sympathy 
all through the 


valley and they have it here, but t!ie 
matter of wages and interference 
with willing workmen is quite an 
other question. 


TMK STRIKE'S PUOGUKSH. 


Tuesday afternoon about 3 o'clock 


the sawyer in Steven's mill blew the 
whistle, the mill stopped nnrl the mei 
walked out. There seemed to he but 
little idea among the men that 


was out of town and they must see 
him, (hey left a Her warning him not 
to try to start eleven hours. 


A incellngof all thestrikcrs was held 


in the old OIHM-II House in the even- 
ing. The room was full of men when 
it was culled to order. OliverSimons 
was chosen

O'Brien secretary. There was a com- 
mittee of nine appointed who were to 
have charge of the strike and lead the 
men until it wns settled. A number 
of si>eecheH were made by different 
ones and a motion carried that not a 
mill in town would be allowed to 
run until the ten hours and samcpay 
was granted. A large number of 
men were at the meeting simply out 
of curiosity and only a small propor- 
tion of the men who do the work in 
the mills were present. When it was 
said that two mills were running 
eleven hours that night one of the 
strikers said they must go and close 
them down. Followingtiieir leaders 
they marched from thehall to Brown 
Bros.' mill, where' the night crew 
were at work and had no sympathy 
with the strike. Word went ahead 
that this men were coining and whon 
they arrived the mill was slopped 
find dark. The strikers staid around 
there for a few moments and forming 


lino again marched over the river 


to the Oiicida mill, where the crew 
also wanted to work. The sawyer 
refused to stop and one of the strikers 
blew tho whistle. Thcsawycr would

pull the cord to go aiiead and Homo 
of the crowd would immediately pull 
it to stop. Finally tho sawyer was 
picked up by the crowd and"carried 
out of the mill, when it shut down. 
Mr. Millard, of the company told the 
strikers that he was willing to run 
ten hours but 
time. He said 
work and the company wore willing 
to do what the otiicr mill firms did, 
but the strikers told him his or no 
other mill could run until they grant- 
ed ten hours at same pay. The men 
dispersed quietly and witlmutdcinon- 
st ration after closing the mills, n 
majority going home, Brown fr Kob- 
bins run all night as they were only 
running ten hours on the night run. 
Wednesday morning cverono was 
.-uitir early. ISrnwn Bros.'crew re- 
ported for duty wiNi but two e.x- 
ccp.tioiiKand their places wereoasilv 
filled from the yard crew. The mill 
started irp, but soon fie strikers 
went there in a body n'id although 
the men were unwilling to<iuitforcod

Tim mill men held a meeting last 


night and decided to sliut their mills 
down until they wore allowed to run 
them with men who would work. 
What a day will bring forth is hard 
to «uy.

rapidity. The Stevens crew wen 
acrogg the dam' to the Khinelander 
Lumber & Shingle Co.'s mill, and in a 
few moments the whistle blowed to 
shut down. The crew came out and 
many of them joined in a march to 
the Oneida Lumber Company's mil 
where the crew wns naked to join the 
crowd, but refused. The men thcr 
came back acrotwthe river and visited 
Conro'B, whereconsiderable time was 
spent with the men and the mill 
finally shut down. The crowd then 
went up the Lake Shore mill track, 
motioning to Conro's planing mill 
crew a« they paused, but it did not 
'come ont. At Brown Bros, the lend- 
ers asked for Mr. Brown, and on 
being told that he wns away, left 
without visiting the mill. They now 
numbered about neventy-five men 
and boys, many of the crews shut 
down having gone to their homes or 
staid about the mills. At Clayton's 
mill, which was next visited, the 
crew soon Joined the strikers, Air. 
Clayton telling them that he wn.s 
wiHtng to run ten hours, but would 
not pay the same wages. Olson & 
Mlckeljohn's was then visited, no 
attempt beiag made to'see the men 
at work in the Soo planing mill. It 
wa« now 5:30 nnd as the mill stopped 
Mr. Mtekeljohn told his crew that all 
Who wished to get their time for the 
extra half hoar,tostayatthcirposts. 
They did so, nearly to a man, atid 
the strikers went on to Brown & 
Robbing. At each mill that was vis- 
lUd the bend sawyers in the strikers' 
ranks went ahead and talked with 
the sawyer. At Brown &. Robhlns the 
Bill stopped. Thecrowd tlien visi ted 
Brown Bros, mill, which had just 
clewed down for sli o'clock.

(the idea was subsequently abandoned 
as iin|n -acticable). liy reference to the 
map it will IK; observed that those 
places sire some one hundred mid thirty 
miles apart, and I was thus obliged to 
employ a large corps of assistants and 
devote my personal attention cnnt'mn- 
ally to the work in order that the sur- 
vey might be finished upon the date 
stipulated in the contract. 


] had established camps or work sta- 


tions over the entire distance at about 
twenty miles from euch other, ;ind it 
way my custom to make a journey of 
in.-.pe<-,tion to tliese stations once every 
fortnisyht. 
As the work progressed 1 


found it necessary to increase these 
visits and ! was obliged to spend all of 
my time in passing back and forth over 
the line. 


This was, of course, tiresome and 


monotonous, but the work in itself was 
not ditiicult, as the lirrrit If-mpltitln is un- 
usually free from natural obstructions. 
The only real-y objectionable fenlim-. 
was the presence of a large number of 
native. Indians and Mexican half-breeds, 
who seemed to regard us intuitively as 
worthy of nothing better than tin: most 
hearty contempt and as the source of 
continual apprehension. 


It was evident that they considered 


us as trespassers, and I \v;:s aware that 
most of our movements were slyly 
watched by them, and they became fa- 
miliar with tlm course of our work and 
appeared to avoid us as if in fear. 


For a time 1 was ir.clined to view 


them askance, for 1 knew the aborig- 
inal characteristics of cunning and 
treachery. As time wore on, however. 
1 came to look upon them 
differently, 


and considered Unit they had become 
reconciled, as it, were, to our presence 
and that we. need fear ;io outbreaks 
from them as long as they were not 
molested. 
I was mistaken, as the in-, 


cident which 1 a:n about to reiats will 
demonstrate. 


Along- in the latter part of Septem- 


ber, near the completion of the survey, 
tn fact it was the very last trip I made 
over the southern division of the line. 
1 had been to ilermosillo for imple- 
ments and supplies, and had occasion 
to run down to Maylorena, near Hiiro 
on the gulf. 
While at this latter place 


I met an okl tar who had formerly 
been in my employ and who was do- 
ing service on a merchant-man, then 
in the docks at Long Urielge. 
Like 


most of his felinws he was, £o n.se the 
sailor 
dialect, 
-'winded" financially. 


Seeking about for 
some article to 


offer me as security, and as an induce- 
ment to advance cash, he. hauled from 
the hold of the vessel and brought to 
me ao old fifty-two inch Columbia ex- 
pert. T owned a wheel myself, and 
while home was in the habit of riding 
continually. The thought occ-.ircd to 
me that I might obtain considerable 
pleasure and also physical cxereiiiO by 
vising this one; and so, advancing a 
low dollars, 1 took the machine. 


i recollected that a large portion of 


the northern part of the survey lay 
over an old mining trail, the surface of 
which -was of a clo-yey composition, 
well-beaten and resistible; 
so I re- 


solved to surprise the men some fine 
day by riding gracefully into cnmp on 
a bicycle. 
The idea was certainly 


in Mnybelos about sunset of one of th« 
loveliest of days imaginable. IVospects 
for propitious weather on the morrow 
were excellent, and my heart beat high 
in anticipation of a renewal of a sport 
I loved so well. The northern ter- 
minus of the line—Kl Altar—was sonic 
twenty-one mikes distant.

my way, attracting as little attention 
as possible.
